A CAMPAIGN group is celebrating after a contract 
was awarded to firm to carry out electrification 
works along a 12-mile railway line.

However, work will not start until 
summer 2016 and that is expected to be finished by 
June 2017, when passengers in Waltham Forest, 
Redbridge and Barking and Dagenham will benefit. 

Glenn Wallis, secretary of Barking to Gospel Oak 
Rail User Group, said: “Passengers will continue to 
be crushed into the existing two-car diesels during 
the week until next summer.

“The two carriages are packed 
solid and are leaving people behind 
in the mornings and evenings. We 
will be stuck with two carriages for 
well over a year. There will be 
more reports of fights breaking out 
because the trains are too full. 

“We are keen to hear from com¬ 
muters about what replacement 


bus and alternative rail, tube and 
bus ticket acceptances they would 
like to see in place during the line 
closure so we can discuss their 
needs with TfL.” 

The Goblin project is to see the 
old diesel stock trains replaced 
with cleaner, electric trains. 

The scheme is also to provide an 
alternative freight path from the 


Thames Estuary docks. In June, 
transport firm, Bombardier, won 
the contract to build 45 new trains 
for London Overground, eight of 
which are to serve Gospel Oak to 
Barking post-electrification. 

The Gospel Oak to Barking Line, 
which stops at stations that include 
Wanstead Park, Leytonstone High 
Road, Leyton Midland Road, 


Walthamstow Queens Road and 
Blackhorse Road, carries both 
through freight trains and London 
Overground passenger trains. 

Network Rail said: ““This invest¬ 
ment will pave the way for longer 
and more spacious trains trans¬ 
forming rail travel for thousands of 
people who rely on this route every 
day.”

A HOSPICE has launched an 
ambitious plan to take on an 
extra 500 children a year with 
life-limiting conditions. 

Haven House Children’s 
Hospice’s initiative ‘Vision 
2020 - The Best Possible Life’ 
is looking to increase the care it 
provides by the end of the 
decade. 

The changes will also see 
the hospice, which has cared 
for 329 children since last 
year, expand its catchment 
area. 

Mike Palfreman, chief execu¬ 
tive of Haven House Children’s 
Hospice, hopes the increase 
will see more families from the 
local area accessing the hos¬ 
pice's care services. 

He said: “We are providing 
care and support to more life- 
limited children and their fami¬ 
lies than ever before, but it is 
still the case that not enough 
families are accessing hospice 


care services in our local area. 

“This may be due to a lack of 
awareness of the range of ser¬ 
vices that we offer, or because 
families are afraid that using a 
hospice is an acceptance that 
their child will not outlive 
them.

“Parents need to know a sig¬ 
nificant proportion of the care 
that we provide is respite; it is 
not predominantly about death 
and dying.” 

Haven House Foundation was 
set up in 1995 to meet the needs 
of families of children with 
life-limiting conditions. 

In 2000, the lease was 
secured on The White House, in 
Woodford Green, and the build¬ 
ing was refurbished. Over the 
11 years the hospice has pro¬ 
vided care for over 500 fami¬ 
lies.

Man faces four 
murder charges 


A BARKING man has been 
charged with four counts of 
murder in relation to the deaths 
of four people. 

Stephen Port, of Cooke 
Street, was charged on Sunday, 
October 18, with four counts 
of murder in connection with 
the deaths of four men between 
June 2014 and September this 
year. 

The 40-year-old has also

Street, Barking, on August 28, 
2014, Daniel Whitworth, 21, 
who was also found near the 
churchyard on September 20, 
2014, and Jack Taylor, 25, 
from Dagenham, whose body 


was found near Barking Abbey 
ruins on Monday, September 
14. Port appeared at 
Barkingside Magistrates’ 
Court on Monday, October 19, 
and entered no plea. 

He was due to appear at the 
Old Bailey on Thursday, 
October 22. 

The Metropolitan Police 
Service has made a voluntary 
referral to the Independent 
Police Complaints 

Commission concerning the 
case.

From Thames to Roach 



T wo landowners asked me 
where I was going as I 
tramped the footpaths from 
the River Thames to the River 
Roach on Thursday. I’m not sure 
whether they were being friendly 
or nosey, but either way, they 
seemed happy to guide me. 

There are no car parks into the 
wilds that surround Great 
Stambridge Hall, Mucking Hall, 
Barton Hall and Roper’s Farm. And 
that’s no bad thing, as the walk from 
Thorpe Bay Station works fine. 

In mid autumn, the farmland is a 
mixture of stubble and freshly 
ploughed field. Horses and their 
young riders gallop across bare 
fields that less than three months 
ago were draped in summer crops. 

The footpath cuts through occa¬ 
sional, but rare woodland. Inside 
Muckinghall Wood, just west of 
Gallows Field (lot of horrid history in 
these parts too) is a fishing lake. 
Herons fly overhead and rabbits 
scurry under blackberry vines still 
sagging in unpicked and rotting fruit. 

The trail passes Shopland on the 
return home. Once a civil parish with 
its own Norman church and com¬ 
munity, almost everything has now 
gone, including the St Mary 


Magdalen. Only gravestones remain, 
surrounded by snapdragons, violets 
and white flowering nettles. Services 
are held once a year to rededicate 
the site. The graveyard is a worthy 
resting place, followed maybe by a 
cuppa and cake at the cafe. 

And if someone asks where you’re 


going, politely explain you’re paying 
your respects to the past.

New Avensis to keep fleet boss happy 



LiBUSINESS FRIENDLY: Toyota Avensis 1.6 D4D Business Edition Plus

BET you couldn't shell enough peas for din¬ 
ner in 66 seconds. Toyota, on the other 
hand, produces a new car in that time from 
its plant near Derby - hour after hour. 

Many of them are the new Avensis, for 
long a core car in the tough world of busi¬ 
ness transport, where glitz and glamour 
have to fight their corner against level head¬ 
ed fleet managers. 

The driver of the latest Avensis might wish 
he was really driving a BMW, so looks and 
driving performance are going to be vital to 
keep him happy in a rather more everyday 
machine. 

The fleet manager, who selects the cars 
our driver can choose from, could care not a 
jot for the sweep of a radiator grille or the 
glint of spokes on an alloy wheel. 

He will be concentrating instead on price, 
reliability, running costs and resale value 
when the car is swapped for a new one in 
three years’ time. 

Most Avensis models are sold for company 
use and most are powered by a diesel 
engine. So no surprise that this new version 
line-up is heavy with diesels - and carrying 
Business Edition tags too. 

Attention to detail from a host of engineers 
has produced the new 1.6-litre diesel in the 
car tested here which makes less pollution 
than the 2.0-litre it replaces (ditto the new 
2.0-litre diesel versus the old 2.2 engine) and 


both have stretched service intervals, now 
12,500 miles, and cheaper servicing costs 
over a three-year haul. All of which is music 
to the fleet manager's ears. 

The driver, especially if paying for fuel, will 
appreciate an eight per cent improvement in 
the official average consumption; now better 
than 67mpg. 

As ever, that's a laboratory-based figure 
that flatters real world results, but the 
55mpg shown on the test car's trip comput¬ 
er is good going for a big saloon with a 
decent turn of speed. 

The new Avensis range starts at £18,085 
for an Active grade car powered by a 1.8- 
litre petrol engine, so it's likely to be a rare 


beast in the UK, where petrol and business 
use go together like England, rugby and 
winning. That buys a four-door saloon 
(Touring Sport estates add £1,180) that 
comes with safety gear including a pre-colli¬ 
sion system that shouts at you if it thinks 
there's a danger of hitting the car in front 
and will brake if you don't react quickly - 
potentially halting the car before it hits any¬ 
thing. 

The Business Edition models add a lane 
departure alert that alerts a driver if the car 
crosses lane markings without signalling. 

If you find this irritating, preferring to make 
your own mind up about signals, the system 
can be disabled. 


The test car also has road sign assist, with 
a camera reading speed limit displays and 
posting them to the dash. 

Business user-friendly goodies on the 
Business Edition Plus test car included a fine 
sat-nav system, excellent reversing camera, 
DAB radio, 17in alloy wheels, LED head¬ 
lamps, part-leather trim and a driver's seat 
with lumbar adjustment, but not heating. 

Hardly anyone bothers with a handbrake at 
the lights these days and the Avensis won't 
tempt a driver to show courtesy to the daz¬ 
zled driver behind, with a tiny parking brake 
lever hidden in the dash and a nuisance to 
use. 

Other than that, the latest Avensis looks 
set for a hard life on the road that both gen¬ 
tly pleases its driver and keeps the fleet 
manager happy or as happy as fleet man¬ 
agers ever are.
